i. The classification of JANXS publications i» covered by an 
N1S Committee directive dated 23 March 1954 which established a 
minimum classification of CONFIDENTIAL, At its meeting on 
7 February the N1S Committee reviewed the subject request and 
determined that the document cannot be declassified. 


2. Subsequent telephone conversation with Col, Gillie, 
Security Officer, National Academy of Sciences, established that 
if archive copies of JAMS publications are available elsewhere In 
the Government, the Academy has no need to retain Its copy. The 
JAN1S No, 104 submitted with the referenced memorandum is 
being retained by CIA as agreed with Col. Gilils on 13 February. 

3. If the National Academy of Sciences finds it necessary 
to utilise JANXS material in the future, the G2A archive copies could 
be made available for their use, providing proper security procedures 
are followed.
